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Baldwin Defeated---MacDonald 


London, Jan. 22.—The Conservative 
government, headed by Stanley Bald- 
win, met defeat in the house of com- 
mons last night and for the first time 
in the history of England, a labor 
government will probably take office.

HIGH LIGHTS ANNUAL 
U. F. A. CONVENTION 


For the ninth successive year, 
Henry W. Wood was elected to the 
presidency of the U. F. A. on Wed- 
nesday afternoon at their annual 
convention in the Memorial Hall, but 
for the first time in seven years he 
met with opposition when three can- 
didates for office opposed him before 
the convention. President Wood was 
elected by what is believed to be a 
strong majority, but the figures of 
the vote were not given, although 
requests were made for them. Fol- 
lowing the declaration of the result 
his election was made unanimous by 
vote of the convention. Bevington, 
Jackman and Harris were in line for 
the presidency. 

The question of the dual position 
held by the president was brought 
sharply before the convention by 
other candidates for the presidency, 
but Mr. Wood in speaking before the 
ballot was taken, declared that he 
had accepted the chairmanship of the 
wheat pool at its inception and be- 
lieved that it should be the policy of 
the farmers of the province to hold 
the wheat pool and the U. F. A. to- 


b r. The way to do it was for one

1 time as they became consoli- 
dated in an inseparable manner, “I 
am chairman of the wheat pool,” he 
declared emphatically, “and have no 


intention of resigning.” 

Interlocking directorates were of- 
ten dangerous, he declared, and 
cited specific cases where they were 
dangerous, but contended that in the 
cease of the U. F. A. and wheat pool 
.such was not the case. 

Called before the convention to 
give an accounting of his steward- 
ship, Premier Greenfield offered 
figures to disprove the charges that 
his government had been an extrav- 
agant one. He was given an excel- 
lent reception and his address was 
listened to with attention and occa- 
sionally interrupted by outbursts of 
applause. At no time did he men- 
tion the refusal of the government 
to meet the request of the U. F. A. 
for the establishment of a_provin- 
cial bank, but offered explanations 
of why the school grants had been 
discontinued, why the number of 
school inspectors had been cut down 
and health nurses removed from 
duty. The question of roads was not 
mentioned. 

He arraigned the previous goy- 
ernment on charges of extravagance 
and accused them of leaving a debt 
and financial condition which made 
the task of the farmer government 
when it took office the most diffi- 
cult that had ever faced a govern- 
ment in Alberta. From dealing with 
finances at the start of his address 
he finished with an account of the 
government's poultry marketing op- 
erations prior to Christmas. 


Edmonton, Jan. 18.—Hail  insur- 
ance was paid out at the rate of $200 
a minute during the period of the 
past season, so A. H. Tovell, manager 
of the municipal hail insurance board, 
stated to the United Farmers’ con- 
vention on Thursday evening. There 

been some 5,755 claims paid for 

al loss of $2,415,000, 

owing the extent of the area hit 
by hail, Mr. Tovell stated that of 136 
municipal districts, all but sixteen 
had crop damage of this kind. The 
total risk last year was $21,000,000, 
while the rate had been set at 12 
per cent. 

Dealing with arrears, the speaker 
said there were $1,500,000 uncollected 
taxes of this kind in the province, 

Certain drastic changes in the act 
were being considered and would like- 
ly be brought into operation this year. 
It was hoped that, providing sufficient 
demand for the passing of these 
amendments was shown, the govern- 
ment will have the changes operative 
next April. 

Questioned by delegates, Mr. Tovell 
stated that under the proposed 
changes, automatic features of the 
old act would be done away with, An- 
other section covered a sliding scale 
of fees. Answering another question- 
er, Mr. Tovell stated that it had been 
necessarry to draw $100,000 of re- 
serve last season owing to the heavy 
losses. 


Edmonton, Jan. 18.—With Presi- 
dent H, W. Wood leading the attack, 
United Farmers of Alberta definitely 
killed the provincial bank scheme at 


their Thursday afternoon session at 
the Memorial Hall. They showed al- 
most a united front against a resolu- 
tion favoring the plan and the votes 
that buried it were almost as num- 
erous as the ones that called upon 
the provincial government to adopt 
the system during the last two years. 

Lashed to decided action by Presi- 
dent Wood, who warned the delegates 
against doing something that would 
be a want of confidence motion in 
the provincial government, the farm- 
ers practically vied with one another 
in an effort to wipe out the scheme. 
With the government report and Rev 
W. Irvine’s address fresh in their 
minds, all the efforts of G. Beving- 
ton and other proponents of the plan 
were of no avail. 

The original resolution from the 
banking committee had asked that a 
request be made to the government 
to take steps to form a_ provincial 
bank and that pressure be brought 
on members to this effect.

Edmonton, Jan, 18—Central  of- 
fices of the United Farmers of Al- 
berta will not be moved from Calgary 
to Edmonton, the delegates to the an- 
nual convention finally settling the 
question on Friday morning. Owing 
to the head offices of the wheat pool 
being in the southern city and the 
additional fact that financial losses 
resulted from the failure of the Home 
Bank, the executive recommended 
that no change be made for the pre- 
sent. At the same time the matter 
was left in the hands of the conven- 
tion. 

Northern delegates were evidently 
disappointed for the transfer had 
been strongly urged last year and ap- 
proval had been given by the last 
convention at Calgary. 

The report of the executive pointed 
out that Edmonton was the seat of 
government, and that there was a 
U.F.A. government in power. In view 
of the financial condition of the or- 
ganization, the board did not consider 
a transfer was practicable. 

The report showed that early last 
year there had been a motion submit- 
ted to the central board to make the 
transfer to Edmonton just as soon as 
finances would permit, This resolu- 
tion had been lost by a vote of four 
in favor and seven against.

Edmonton, Jan. 19.—Flushed with 
the successful launching of the wheat 
pool, Alberta farmers are looking for 
new fields to conquer.

Ease Up Debt Payment 

When it came to dealing with reso- 
lutions affecting the relief for farm- 
ers in bad financial shape, it appeared 
that the radical wing of the conven- 
tion got the upper hand and despite 
strong opposition, several resolutions 
of a drastic nature were put through, 

Two of the most drastic passed 
were from West Edmonton. One pro- 
vides that where a property owner's 
debt exceedes the value of his hold- 
ings, the indebtedness is to be reduc- 
ed to the “actual present value of 
the property so indebted.” 

Another West Edmonton resolution 
that will stir things in the legislative 
halls was, “That present residents of 
this country be given the privilege 
by the government of amortization of 
their indebtedness over a period of 
82 years at six per cent, interest in 
the same way that the government is 
offering to incoming settlers.”
